Meeting of Cheshire County Delegation held at County 
Farm, March 24, 1941, Chairman Tarbox presiding. All mem- 
bers were present except Dunean of Jaffrey, Mills of Jaffrey, 
Pelletier of Keene. 


The delegation inspected the grounds and buildings, then 
sat down to a fine dinner. After the dinner, the meeting was 
held in the Chapel. 


Tarbox of Marlboro turned the meeting over to Batchelor 
of Keene, Chairman of the Finance Committee, and subjects 
of the budget were discussed. Commissioner Jones spoke about 
the duties of the Investigator employed by the office. 

Pierce of Walpole in behalf of the Community Hospital 
of Walpole asked that $1,500 be carried in the budget for 
that institution. Brennan of Westmoreland, Frissell and Lich- 
man of Keene also spoke in favor of considering the request 
of the Walpole representative. 


Thomas of Dublin spoke against the hospital item of the 


budget saying that people at the eastern side of the county 
were not using the hospital referred to. 
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Discussion on the repairs and painting of the Court House 
was next taken up and Commissioner Jones spoke about ven- 
tilation and accoustics in the Court room. Mason of Keene 
supported the Commissioner, in that the Court House was far 
from a eredit to the County. Callahan of Keene at this time 
questioned the commissioner about construction costs. 


Construction of a Root Cellar was next taken up, and 
report was heard from Commissioner Dean. 


Chairman Ingham of the Investigating Committee was 
called next and said the report of his committee was not ready 
but the hospital was in need of some new appliances, 


Discussion on the date of taking office by Commissioners 
elected was in order. Chairman Tarbox appointed a commit- 
tee to draft and present a bill, to the house, changing the date 
from April 1 to January 1. Members to be Frissell of Keene, 
Dunean of Jaffrey, Clark of Harrisville. 


Callahan started a discussion on fees paid the sheriff 
Dept. on mileage account which was referred to the budget 
Committee. 


Recreational project was the next discussion. Brennan 
of Westmoreland saying that to continue the work, $2,000 
was needed and asked that a hearing be granted Mrs. Adam 
Goodrum of Westmoreland to further discuss the project. 
Pickett of Keene stated he had worked under this set up in 
Walpole and Westmoreland and referred to the good work 
accomplished by the agent director, Mrs. Goodrum. 


Frissell of Keene spoke next, saying the request should 
come from the Commission. Mason of Keene spoke in favor 
of the measure. A roll call vote was asked by Callahan of 
Keene, 11 members voting no, against granting a hearing, and 
10 members in favor. The nays voting were Thomas, Clark, 
Robertson, Aldrich, Batchelor, Duffy, Frissell, Lichman, 
Grimes, Doucette, Ingham. 


In favor were Moore, Hanson, Callahan, Lombard, Mason, 
Hale, Blake, Wheeler, Pierce and Brennan. 

Callahan of Keene asked that the chair instruct the Clerk, 
Pickett of Keene to vote. Pickett stated because of his past 
connection he felt he should not vote, but on the insistanece of 
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the members, Pickett voted with the nays making the vote 12 
against and 10 in favor of the hearing. 

The presence of Senator Bragg and Senator Weston was 
here mentioned and both Senators spoke briefly. 

The delegation expressed satisfaction with the buildings 
and contents and asked that Mrs. Dunlap, wife of the Super- 
intendent, accept the thanks of the delegation for the fine 
meal tendered them. 

On motion of Duffy of Keene, the meeting adjourned.

A meeting of the Cheshire County delegation at the above 
time and place was called to order by Chairman Tarbox, who, 
in the absence of the Clerk, requested Duncan, Jaffrey to act 
as temporary clerk.

On motion of Lichman, Keene, it was voted to recommend 
to the County Commissioners that the food stamp plan be 
adopted for Cheshire County provided House Bill 379 becomes 
a law. 
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On motion of Thomas, Dublin it was voted that the Chair- 
man appoint a committee of three, who with the three Com- 
missioners shall act as a committee to draw plans and make 
recommendations to the next county delegation as to any 
changes or additions deemed necessary at the County Farm; 
and that said committee be authorized to draw on any funds 
in the county treasury not otherwise appropriated a sum not 
exceeding $200.00 to pay expenses incurred by it in such in- 
vestigation.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire your Commissioners are presenting herewith 
their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1941. 
Included are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Superintendent of County Farm, 
Master of the House of Correction, and Physician to the Coun- 
ty Farm. 

Owing to the unsettled conditions at the present time, 
all provisions, material and equipment have advanced materi- 
ally, even if obtainable at all. We were able, however, to 
remedy the accoustical condition in the Court room at only a 
slight advance of previous estimate. 


The interior of the Court House has been thoroughly re- 
decorated and made ready for the February term of Court. 
The new lighting arrangements will be installed as soon as 
same can be contracted for. 


The State Board of Health condemned the fire protection 
connections at the County Farm which necessitated the in- 
stallation of two new hydrants and connections. Also the 
Insurance Underwriters demanded four hundred feet of new 
fire hose to replace hose that was not serviceable. The water 
heater in the laundry at the farm went bad and had to be 
replaced, and after much difficulty we were able to purchase 
and install. 


The mangle in the laundry contracted for in 1940, was 
delivered in 1941, at a cost of $525.00. Bedding and cots at 
the institution cost $681.35. The electric refrigerator in the 
hospital after the many years of use, had to be replaced at 
a cost of $146.00. 

The new vegetable cellar was completed by the use of the 


farm labor at a cost much less than the estimated cost of 
$1,000.00. 
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The heating plant at the County Farm is in bad condition 
and the County Delegation appropriated approximately 
$4,500.00 for renewal, and the Commissioners had specifica- 
tions and blue prints drawn up and ealled for bids. The lowest 
bid received was for $10,383.11 without water heater, and with 
the uncertainty of obtaining materials and the possibility of 
hold-up, the Commissioners decided to carry through for the 
present, without calling special delegation meeting. 

Direct relief is at the lowest ebb for many years costing 
the County only $11,937.62 for the year. Old Age Assistance 
and Board and Care of Children show a slight increase. 

The maternity rooms at the County Hospital were changed 
to comply with demand of State Board of Health, at a very 
conservative cost. The State has now certified the hospital and 
we have our certificate. 

The County has suppled mattresses, bedding and cloth- 
ing to families burned out during the past year in Westmore- 
land, Winchester, Stoddard, ete., thru the Surplus Commodities 
Depot, operating expenses of which are paid by the County 
funds. 

The County has no indebtedness, either notes or bonds, 
and we start the new year with a balance of $38,923.08. 

The Commissioners wish to express appreciation to all 
who have cooperated this year in handling the County 
business.

The following is the report of Maplewood Home for the 
year ending Dee. 31, 1941. 


The more important repairs and additions to The Institu- 
tion were a root cellar, brooder house, corn crib, new Station 
Wagon and sulky cultivator. An artesian well was reclaimed, 
400 feet fire hose purchased and two hydrants installed for ad- 
ditional protection. A mangle and hot water tank were in- 
stalled in laundry, an electric refrigerator and electric plates 
in Hospital. Several beds, springs and mattresses were pur- 
chased for the various buildings. The Superintendent’s apart- 
ment was papered and painted beside considerable repairing 
and painting throughout all the buildings.
